Sehool  Kepoit 


Fellow  Citizens: — The  undersigned,  having  attended  to  their 
duties,  as  required  by  law,  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  condition  of  our  schools  for  the  year  ending  Mar. 
1,  1890: 

No.   1. 

The  scholars  in  this  district  attended  school  in  No.  4. 

No.   2. 

There  were  two  terms  of  school  in  this  district,  both  in  charge 
of  Miss  Alma  C.  Blodgett  who,  without  previous  experience, 
made  for  herself  a  good  record  as  a  teacher.  She  gained  the 
good  will  of  her  scholars,  instructed  them  carefully  and  govern- 
ed them  well.  The  parents  of  this  district  showed  their  interest 
in  the  school  by  giving  the  wood  and  board  ;  the  teacher  b  ward- 
ing round  among  her  scholars.  The  carefully-kept  register 
shows  that  the  scholars  for  the  summer  term  of  eight  weeks 
were  none  of  them  either  absent  or  tardy,  which  speaks  well  for 
the  interest  the  scholars  had  in  their  school,  and  the  parents  in 
their  children.  The  attendance  for  the  second  term  of  nine 
weeks  was  good.  Sickness  and  other  causes  prevented  perfect 
attendance,  but  there  were  only  four  instances  of  tardiness. 

No.  4. 

The  summer  term  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Mary  A.  Pillsbdet. 
This  school  had  been  in  :i  disorderly  and  irregular  condition 
for  several  terms. 

The  scholars  had,  to  say  the  least,  become   carelessly  indif- 
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fereat  to  the  proper  rules  of  the  school  and  the  requirements  of 
their  teachers. 

Miss  Pillsbury,  who  made  such  an  excellent  beginning  as  a 
teacher  in  this  town  three  years  ago,  was  secured  for  this  school 
in  the  full  belief  that  she  would  make  it  a  success.  We  gave 
her  the  grand  opportunity  after  three  years'  experience  to 
maintain  her  reputation  already  acquired. 

Our  first  visit  did  not  promise  all  we  anticipated,  but  we 
knew  that  it  took  time  and  patient  effort  to  bring  a  disorderly 
school  into  good  condition,  and  we  still  had  hope  of  a 
successful  term.  During  its  progress  the  teacher  several  times 
assured  us  that  she  "knew  nothing  why  the  school  was  not  go- 
ing along  well,"  while  at  the  same  time  she  knew  she  was  mak- 
ing little  effort  either  to  discipline  or  to  instruct  the  school. 

Before  the  close  of  the  term  she  became  so  carelessly  indif- 
ferent to  duty  that  her  register  was  not  properly  kept^  and 
therefore  could  not  be  correctly  filled.  The  school  was  any- 
thing but  a  success. 

After  much  effort,  and  consequent  delay,  to  obtain  a  suitable 
teacher  for  the  second  term,  we  were  successful  in  securing  the 
services  of  Mr.  George  W.  Day,  though  unfortunately  so  late 
in  the  season  that  some  of  the  small  scholars  could  not  well 
attend. 

Under  Mr.  Day's  instruction  and  discipline  the  school  soon 
showed  marked  improvement,  both  in  the  school-room  and 
about  the  school-grounds.  His  labors  were  well  and  judicious- 
ly directed.  The  school  was  a  success,  as  the  examination 
showed. 

The  season  without  doubt  occasioned  some  irregularity  in  at- 
tendance, but  it  is  questionable  whether  some  were  not  absent 
through  indifference. 

We  are  credibly  informed,  otherwise  than  from  the  show- 
ing of  the  register,  that  some  of  the  scholars  left  the  school  a 
few  days  before  its  close,  and  that  others  absented  themselves 
on  the  day  of  the  closing  examination.  These  latter  cases, 
whether  approved  of  by  parents  or  not,  were  beyond  the  control 
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of  the  teacher.     With  whom,  then,  rests  the  responsibility? 

Parents,  we  tell  yon  in  all  kindness,  yet  earnestly,  that  the 
responsibility  and  the  remedy  lie  with  you.  Will  you  apply 
the  remedy  and  correct  the  evil? 

There  were  seven  scholars  in  this  district  who  were  schooled 
in  Rumney,  as  in  former  years. 

No.   7. 

There  were  two  terms  of  eight  weeks  each,  taught  by  Miss 
Grace  •  M.  Emerton,  a  young  and  inexperienced  teacher. 
These  scholars  are  young  and  not  well  advanced,  but  the  teacher 
labored  well  with  them  and  progress  was  made.  Although  this 
is  a  small  district  among  the  hills,  the  parents  showed  a  com- 
mendable interest  in  their  scholars,  as  appears  by  the  number 
of  visits  made  to  the  school. 

Our  public  schools,  fellow  citizens,  are  the  schools  in  which 
most  of  the  scholars  of  our  state  and  land  receive  their  educa- 
tion. Those  who  enjoy  the  benefit,  of  the  higher  institutions  of 
learning  are  the  few  among  the  many. 

It  is  therefore  the  interest  of  the  citizen  and  the  duty  of  the 
parent  that  he  require  the  regular  attendance  of  his  children 
upon  all  the  exercises  of  these  public  schools.  One  day's  ab- 
sence of  a  scholar  is  a  loss  to  him  of  his  lessons  for  that  day, 
and  leaves  him  one  lesson  behind  his  classmates  or  the  class 
must  be  retarded  in  its  proper  advancement.  The  scholar  feels 
the  loss,  but  in  most  instances  he  cannot  gain  his  former  stand- 
ing with  his  class.  His  interest  begins  to  wane,  he  relaxes  his 
effort  as  he  finds  himself  continually  behind  his  class,  till  at  last 
to  avoid  further  embarrassment,  he  willingly  absents  himself 
from  the  reviews  and  examinations  of  the  school.  This  is  no 
picture  of  the  imagination,  but  the  unpleasant  experience  of 
many  scholars  and  nearly  every  teacher  of  these  schools.

Spring  term  of  nine  weeks,  Mabel  Jesseman,  teacher. 
There  were  no  outs  about  this  school  and  in  some  branches  too 
much  praise  could  not  be  given.  Roll  of  Honor  :  Annie  L.  Bailey, 
Ethel  M.  Hobart,  Viola  L.  Ford,  Ethel  M.  Ford,  Alma  A.

Fall  term  of  eight  weeks,  Nettie  A.  Hardy,  teacher.  We 
were  \ery  fortunate  in  being  so  situated  as  to  be  able  to  secure 
a  teacher  of  Miss  Hardy's  abilitv  and  experience.  This  school 
was  made  more  interesting  by  the  presence  of  scholars  from  dis- 
tricts 8  and  10,  and  nothing  but  sickness  of  pupils  prevented 
this  from  being  a  full  success.
